" REMAL PASHA'S THREATS. 


Router’s Agency is “informed from’ an: 
Armenian source that Mustapha .Remal 
Pasha, head of the Turkish Nationalist 
movement, has just. addressed the fallow- 
ing telegram to the Entente Powers:—..... 

‘as : Siyas, Novembor, 1919. 

‘The towna of Aintab, Murish, and Urfa, 
which have been occupied by tho, British 
in violation of the torms of the Armistice, 
havo just been evacuated by the British 
and occupied by French,, troops. This 
shows that the Entento Powers have not 
abandoned their intention of depriving | 
our nation of the richest regions It has’ 
inherited,” Without waiting for the deci 
sions of the Peace Conference, ‘and under 
the pretext of pro sional occupation and 
precautionary measures, they are proceed: 
tng to the execution of their programme. 

he Allied Powers will not\take into 
consideration that the Ottoman Empire: 
haa a ‘glorious historic past, extending 
over. seven. centuries, and that it has in 
jtaclf all the cluments of regeneration, and 
of swift and vigorous development. By 
snatching away fragments of our patri- 
mony they hops to establish ‘a: batlancw of 
interest among themselves, This line of 
notion on the part.of the Entente Powers 
is not only inhuman, but it constitutes a 
violation’ of right and justice, is in con- 
tradiction. to the prlenis so solemnly 
proclaimed by the Peace Conference, "and 
1s opposed fo: the ‘promise made to Turkey,» 
in tha presence of the whole world, in 
Preaident Wilson's” twelfth point. In 
order to clear the way for the dismember- 
ment of Turkey the Powers hive occupied 
| The "same massacres, the Same 
oppression, and! the same crimes of exter- 
mination which have been committed at 
Aidin, the French are now exactly, repead- 
ing in the province of Adana, which they 
and also at Urfa and 
Aintab, using the Armenians as instru- 
Tents. hig is the climax of ‘countless 
acta of ‘injustice. . . ; 

We strongly ‘protest against the ille al: 
acts which have been committed up to this 
very day, and which are still being. com- 
mitted hy the Alied Powers, and we hope 
the latter will return of their own accord 
‘to more just and more humane sentiments 
towards our country and our nation. The 
Turkish nation ‘will’ never submit to tho 
shame of servitude and dismemberment, 
and! it will continue tp Bght with, all its 
thight—moral, and material for its oxist- 
once and its just rights: “It is unanimous 
in these juat and aublime resolves, and we, 
‘are desirous of communicating this resolu- 
tion to the Entente Powors. ae ae 
If the Allies continue the same‘inhuman 
conduct which they have pursued’ so far to- 
wards ug, without regard to the just claims 
which the Turkish nation sets forth on 
the subject, the result of this neglect ‘may 

ly serious, and it is to be feare 
that this result: will not be localised in 
certain countries, but will extend to both 
continents. . ‘The responsibility for, such 
great disaster falls, before: God and in 
the judgment: of men, on. the. Entente 
Powers... In: these declarations we, are 
expressing the unanimous desires of, our 
nation, which ,.hos no other aim but the 
defonee of “its existence and its rights.
